and records but a Winnebago circuit court judge 
upheld the 1969 antitrust law provision. 

The thrust of tjie probe is to determine whe- 
ther various auto repair shop operators are invol- 
ved in" collusion or secret, agreements to i' control 
the prices of auto repairs. .

'The Constitutional Convention's 
Legislative Committee has sub- 
mitted to the full Convention its 
recommended changes in the 
Legislative 'Article, calling for a 
reduction in the size, of ..the. Illi- 
nois General Assembly* by ,31 
seals! / X 

. The. committee recommends 
that the- House of Representa- 
tives be composed of 153 mem- 
bers, 'three, from each. of 51 pro- 
posed districts, and 61 senators, 
one of each of the 51 districts. 
The legislature -currently has 59 
districts, with three Representa- 
ti ves from each district and one 
SenatorTronTeach district. The; 
current legislature is composed 
of 177 House' members and 58 
.Senators. 

The majorityAprjoposal 'i also 
calls. for, the ; elimination of cu- 
mulative voting— but only in! the 
primary. Such voting' enables a 
person at the polls to cast three 
votes for one person, or one vote 
for three persons; The commit- 
tee recommends keeping cumula- 
tive voting in the general elec- 
tion, but eliminating it in the 
primary. 

The committee ; also recom- 
mends annual legislative sessions 
and broadens the power of call- 
ing special sessions to the leader- 
ship of the General . Assembly. 
Thus the power of calling a spe- 
cial session, now vested only in 
the Governor, would be extended 
to the Speaker of the House and 
the . Senate President and/or 
President Pro Tem. 

The majority report also would 
require, if -adopted without sub- 
stantial amendment,, "and with 
the exceptions to be made by the 
I General Assembly, that laws 



passed at each session have a 
uniform effective;, date and that 
laws be published, at least ; 30- 
days before they become effec- 
tive.". ■;-■■.. ;,: v ■' 

•The committee report ,' would 
require that to forego the 30-day 
period a three-fifths majority- vote 
of both houses would be required. 

The committee also recom- 
mended that the Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor no. longer be the President 
of: the Senate, or presiding, offi- 
cer; They propose that the Lieu- 
tenant Governor preside: only for 
the opening day of each regular 
legislative' session' until a- mem- 
ber is elected as presiding officer 
from among the members.. 
. The 11 - member committee, 
which split,; 5^5-1 on reapportion- 
ment, will thus submit two ma- 
jority reapportionment reports. , 

One. report, called the. "major- 
ity report." would require that 
districts be "compact, contigu- 
ous, substantially equal in popu- 
lation and^ where possible, muni- 
cipal and county boundaries shall 
be used as" district boundaries." 

The other so-called "minority 
report" alleges that the majority 
report is "a fictional . division 
based on capricious provincial- 
ism." ' -, . - 

The majority report calls for 
two methods of obtaining redis- 
tricting. The first calls for a 
single legislative enactment in 
1971 and every 10 years there- 
after. ^ 

The second alternative calls 
for an apportionment committee 
to be established on or before 
July 1st following each 10 year 
federal census. The commission 
shall consist of 12-membcrs.

Public Aid 
Increases In 
February 

Illinois public aid rolls reached 
599,483 in February, an increase 
of 6090 over the previous month 
and 66,497 higher than a year 
ago. 

Public Aid Director Harold O. 
Swank said that a decrease of 
2051 persons in general assistance 
was more than offset by increas- 
es in all other programs. The net 
monthly gain of 6900 reflects a 
decrease of 1089 persons in SS 
counties, an' increase of 8079 in 
64 counties, and no change in two 
counties. Cook County accounted 
for 51 per cent of the total state 
increase.
